The  fact  is  that 
at  least  10%  of  our  students  are  directly 
related  to  alumnae,  with  many,  many  more 
having  been  referred  to  Lasell  by  alumnae 
friends,  neighbors  and  acquaintances. 

Not  only  do  alumnae-referred  students 
form  a  sizable  part  of  the  campus  popula- 
tion, they  are  an  especially  motivated  and 
successful  part.

Together,  they  encouraged  freshman 
Dianne  Crowell  .  .  .  who  is  glad  they 
did. 


According  to  Dr.  Peter  Mitchell,  Lasell's 
president,  "Students  who  are  referred  by 
alumnae  are,  by  and  large,  enthusiastic  and 
successful.  We  theorize  that,  in  many  ways, 
these  students  hold  certain  alumnae  as  role 
models  .  .  .  and  that  they  want  for 
themselves  what  Lasell  has  given  these 
others." 

"What  seems  obvious,"  he  says,  "from  the 
numbers  of  referrals,  is  that  Lasell  women 
tend  to  be  particularly  positive  role  models, 
whether  as  homemakers,  working  women, 
or  volunteers." 

One  such  role  model  is  Jackie  Lee  '68,  a 
staff  nurse  at  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital.  Jackie  has  referred  several 
students  whom  she  counseled  when  they 
were  nurses  aides.  "Some  have  even  re- 
turned to  work  with  me  at  Mass  General," 
she  says  proudly.  Given  the  quality  of  train- 
ing at  Lasell,  I  will  definitely  continue  to  refer 
students  to  the  College."

Now  an  intensive  care  nurse  at  Mass 


General,  Mary  Pat  says  that  Lasell  "gave  me 
a  wonderful  background,  and  equipped  me 
well  for  theAvorking  world.  The  instructors 
were  fabulous."  Would  she  refer  students?  "I 
would  .  '.  .  in  fact,  I  have."

Special  Program 
for  Alumnae  Referrals

•  Whenever  a  Lasell  alumna  refers  a  new 
applicant,  the  Admissions  Office  will  waive 
the  applicant's  $20  application  fee. 

•  If  a  Lasell  alumna  signs  the  application, 
the  Admissions  Committee  will  consider 
this  a  recommendation  of  the  student. 

•  The  Admissions  Office  will  notify  the 
recommending  alumna  of  the  status  of  the 
applicant  up  to  the  point  of  first  semester 
registration.

According  to  Paul  Lynskey,  dean  of  ad- 
missions, this  recognition  of  the  alumna's 
role  and  importance  is  long  overdue.  "It  is 
extremely  important  that  we  let  the  referring 
alumna  know  how  much  we  appreciate  her 
interest,  assistance  and  good  judgment,  by 
making  her  an  official  part  of  the  admissions 
process.  We  see  her  as  key  to  the  success  of 
the  selection  effort,  and  we  want  her  to 
know  it." 

Alumnae  president  Kathleen  Rebmann 
Royka  '64,  looks  at  the  Alumnae  Referral 
Program  from  a  different,  but  equally 
positive,  point  of  view.  "Alumnae  enjoy 
helping  Lasell  students  in  many  ways,  from 
providing  scholarship  aid  to  baking  brownies 
during  exam  periods.  It  makes  sense  that 
one  of  the  nicest  things  we  can  do  for 
students  is  to  introduce  them  to  Lasell."

Some  Lasell  alumnae  really  take  the  bull  by  the 
horns  when  it  comes  to  recruiting  students.  The 
members  of  the  Rochester  Lasell  Club  are  a  case  in 
point.  They  not  only  refer  students,  but  they  staff,  as 
volunteers,  an  organized  admissions  system  in  their 
locale. 

Working  with  the  College  and  the  Alumnae  Associ- 
ation, they  meet  with  high  school  guidance  coun- 
selors to  talk  about  Lasell.  They  attend  local  career 
fairs  as  Lasell's  representatives.  They  conduct  per- 
sonal interviews,  again  as  the  College's  representa- 
tives, with  interested  high  school  seniors.  They  call 
applicants  from  time  to  time  to  answer  any  questions 
they  might  have.  And  they  host  teas  or  similar  events 
for  prospective  students  and  their  parents. 

Our  Rochester  volunteers,  in  effect,  are  creating 
Lasell's  first  satellite  Admissions  Office. 

Pam  Ross  Dunham  '72,  president  of  the  Rochester 
Lasell  Club,  feels  that  such  effort  is  a  service  for  both 
the  College  and  prospective  students.  "I  know  how 
much  my  experience  at  Lasell  meant  to  me,"  she 
says.  "I  want  others  to  have  the  same  chance." 


The  Rochester  Club  is  a  model  for  other  areas  of 
the  country.  Already  in  the  works  are  similar  models 
in  the  Boston  and  Hartford  (CT)  areas.

Reflections  of  a  Working  Woman 


Betsey  Shurtleff  Winter  '70  is  the 
College's  first  female  dean  of  ad- 
ministration, responsible  for  the  finan- 
cial and  business  operations  of  the  Cof'- 
lege.  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
ph\;sical  plant.  She  is  also  a  member  of 
our  faculty,  teaching  accounting.  And. 
in  her  newest  role,  she  is  mother  to 
Elizabeth  Jackson  Winter,  ten  months 
old.  Here  she  reflects  on  the  de- 
mands— and  joys  —  of  her  triple  roles. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Lasell  Junior  College,  a  woman  holds 
the  position  of  dean  of  administration. 
For  many,  particularly  the  Dean  her- 
self, this  marks  a  milestone. 

Until  recently,  the  "traditional"  roles 
for  women  in  higher  education  have 
not  included  positions  which  intrude  on 
traditional  male  bastions  such  as 
finance,  let  alone  security  and  building 
maintenance.  So  it  is  still  not  uncom- 
mon for  a  colleague  at  a  neighboring 
institution  to  ask,  only  half-jokingly,  if 
I'm  required  to  climb  up  on  roofs.  At 
such  times  1  candidly  reply,  "No,  but  I 
have  the  distinct  advantage  of  working 
with  a  terrific  carpenter  whose  work 
and  decisions  I  trust  and  admire."  Nor, 
1  might  add,  would  a  male  counterpart 
climb  any  ladder  or  roof.  As  a  wise  ad- 
ministrator, he  too  would  work  with  a 
carpenter  whose  work  and  judgment 
he  respected. 


I  am  doing  this  for  my 
family,  not  just  for  myself, 
even  though  in  reality,  it 
may  be  the  most  difficult 
option  I  could  have  chosen. 


This  brings  me  to  the  question  of 
how  far  we,  as  women,  really  have 
come.  Perhaps  the  analogy  of  the  op- 
timist who  says  "we  have  the  best  of  all 
possible  worlds,"  and  the  pessimist 
who  retorts  "1  agree,"  will  suffice.  We 
have  come  so  far  yet,  in  many  ways, 
covered  so  little  ground.  Traditional 
barriers  and  stereotypes  still  exist. 

Many  people  still  feel  that  women 
should  be  home  tending  the  hearth  and 
baking  the  bread.  But  just  as  an  at- 
home  mother  feels  that  each  batch  of

chocolate  chip  cookies  she  bakes  is 
made  with  love,  so  too  this  Dean  feels 
that  each  report  and  each  letter  is  writ- 
ten with  love,  that  each  class  is  taught 
with  love.  What's  more,  I  am  doing  this 
for  my  family,  not  just  for  myself,  even 
though  in  reality,  it  may  be  the  most 
difficult  option  I  could  have  chosen. 
From  eight  to  five,  I  am  a  working 
woman,  but  at  six  o'clock  all  of  the 
other  "chores"  still  remain.  1  must  see 
that  there  is  food  to  eat,  clean  clothes 
to  wear,  and  plenty  of  pampers  and 
formula  on  hand.  To  be  sure,  it  is  not 
easy  juggling  work,  a  family  and  a 
home.  And  it's  true  that  a  cloud  of  guilt 
hangs  over  my  head  when  dishes  go 
undone  and  clothes  unironed,  while  I 
spend  hours  mulling  over  union  con- 
tracts. The  dishes,  however,  will  wait 
(thank  God  for  paper  plates),  and  the 
ironing  will  wait  (permapress  is 
wonderful).  More  importantly,  1  am 
adding  to  the  well-being  of  the  family, 


and,  obviously,  to  my  own  well-being 
and  self-satisfaction. 

The  concept  of  personal  and  family 
well-being  is,  I  feel,  extremely  impor- 
tant. "What  matters  is  the  quality  of 
time  spent  with  the  family,  not  the 
quantity."  That's  an  old  cliche,  to  be 
sure,  but  I  can  attest  to  the  fact  that  it 
holds  true.  There  is  a  tremendous 
amount  of  nurturing,  teaching,  and 
most  importantly,  loving,  to  fill  up  the 
hours  when  I'm  at  home.  It  means  that 
there  is  little  time  left  for  chatting  on  the 
phone,  reading  books  for  pleasure,  and 
lounging  in  the  tub,  but  these  are  all 
minor  sacrifices  that  I  have  chosen  to 
make.  The  key  is  that  magical  word, 
"chosen."  This  is  the  life  1  have  chosen. 
Not  one  which  has  been  forced  upon 
me.

The  only  regret  I  have  is  the  need  to 
explain  or  defend  my  situation  to 
others.  The  fact  that  I  have  to  justify 
my  "choice"  to  family  and  friends, 
points  out  that  many  people  do  feel 
that  a  mother's  place  is  in  the  home. 
The  duality  of  roles  is  still  a  difficult 
concept  for  many  to  accept. 

But  despite  the  obstacles,  traditions 
and  stereotypes,  perhaps  women  have 
come  a  long  way.  A  young  boy  in  our 
neighborhood  was  trying  recently  to 
decide  which  career  to  choose  amongst 
the  sciences.  "I  want  to  ||l  either  a 
biologist  or  an  astronomer,"  he  re- 
marked. Finally  he  came  back  to  me 
with  a  decision.  He  said,  "I  want  to  be 
an  astronomer  and  marry  a  biologist."  I 
think  we  have  come  a  lot  further  than 
even  we  may  recognize.     -

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Charting  the  Path  to 
Prominence 

Lasell  Seeks  New  and  Innovative 
Directions  Through  Long  Range  Planning 


Something  exciting  is  being  designed 
at  Lasell:  her  future.  The  College  has 
begun  a  process  of  long-range  plan- 
ning, to  insure  that  Lasell  not  only 
keeps  up  with  the  times,  but  indeed 
stays  ahead  of  them. 

The  planning  is  being  done  by  a  new 
committee,  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee,  appointed  by  trustee  chair- 
man Robert  S.  Stoller,  and  composed 
of  representatives  from  our  faculty, 
trustees,  administrators,  and  alumnae. 
Together  they  are  raising  and  address- 
ing those  vital  questions  that  relate  to 
the  growth  of  Lasell. 

Our  new  president,  Dr.  Peter  T. 
Mitchell,  chairs  the  Long  Range  Plan- 
ning Committee  and  is  optimistic  that 
its  work  will  keep  Lasell  "on  the  cutting 
edge"  of  educational  leadership  and 
guide  us  on  our  path  to  prominence. 

So  far,  he  says,  the  Committee  has 
made  strong  recommendations  in  three 
major  areas.  The  first  area  is  that  of 
computer  literacy;.  Recognizing  that  this 
is  an  age  of  technological  information, 
a  plan  is  being  drawn  to  introduce 
computer  literacy  as  an  eventual  gradu- 
ation requirement  for  every  Lasell  stu- 
dent. It  is  expected  that  every  major 
would  incorporate  computer  usage  to 
some  extent. 


The  second  area  of  emphasis  is  the 
fullness  of  student  life.  It  is  the  view  of 
the  Committee  that  activities  and  pro- 
grams geared  toward  students  should 
serve  to  enhance  not  only  their  intellec- 
tual growth,  but  also  their  personal 
growth.  It  is  felt  that  a  truly  complete 
Lasell  experience  should  prepare 
women  socially,  as  autonomous,  self- 
reliant,  and  well-rounded  individuals, 
as  well  as  academically. 

The  third  area  is  that  of  continuing 
education.  This  is  a  particularly  exciting 
avenue  to  be  explored,  and  as  is  the 
case  with  the  other  new  directions,  will 
serve  to  enhance  the  overall  educa- 
tional experience  for  the  whole  Lasell 
community.  Dr.  Mitchell  enthusiastical- 
ly says  that  "Lasell  aims  to  offer  a  truly 
unique  and  innovative  continuing  edu- 
cation program  that  extends  educa- 
tional opportunities  to  answer  the 
needs  of  modern  women  of  all  ages." 

About  this  and  other  new  directions 
for  Lasell,  Dr.  Mitchell  says,  "In  one 
word,  our  vision  will  be  'futuristic' 
Lasell  will  be  distinguished  by  the  ability 
to  respond  creatively,  to  perceive 
trends  on  the  horizon  of  modern 
society,  an  attribute  that  will  place 
Lasell  in  the  forefront  of  women's 
education."

Preserving  Our  Past: 


Names,  Houses, 


While  walking  down  the  Lasell  memory  lane,  many  favorite  and  well- 
known  campus  buildings  may  come  to  mind.  The  following  items  describe 
how  they  were  named.  Some  of  the  photos  you  will  see  are  recent;  others  are 
views  from  earlier  days. 


Gardner  Hall  was  purchased  in  1912  and  is  named  for  one  of  Lasell's  most 
distinguished  and  gifted  graduates,  Elizabeth  Jane  Gardner  Bouguereau, 
Class  of  1856,  a  famed  artist  and  the  first  American  woman  to  receive  the 
prestigious  medal  of  the  Paris  Salon.  Her  painting,  "The  Judgment  of 
Paris,"  hangs  in  the  Brennan  Library.  Today,  Gardner  rerriains  a  popular 
dormitory. 


Alcott  House  was  purchased  in  1938  from  the  famous  literary  Alcott 
family.  It  has  served  as  an  infirmary  and  a  dormitory.  Today,  Alcott  House 
is  rented. 


Irwin  Hall  was  purchased  in  1962  and  converted  into  administrative  of- 
fices in  1963.  Today  it  houses  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Financial  Aid.  It 
was  named  in  honor  of  Grace  W.  Irwin,  teacher  and  registrar  at  Lasell  from 
1903  to  1947. 


Bancroft  House  is  named  for  Charlotte  A.  K.  Bancroft,  Class  of  1857,  who 
established  the  first  Lasell  scholarship.  The  current  (and  third)  Bancroft 
House  was  bought  in  1957,  was  used  as  a  faculty  residence,  and  is  now  the 
home  of  our  dean  of  academic  affairs,  Gerald  Bazer  and  his  family. 


Rockwell  House,  formerly  part  of  the  Rockwell  estate,  was  purchased  in 
1963.  Today,  Rockwell  is  home  to  the  Early  Childhood  Education  Depart- 
ment and  its  acclaimed  school  for  pre-kindergarten  children. 


McClelland  Hall  was  built  in  1972  and  serves  as  a  dormitory.  It  is  named 
in  honor  of  Muriel  McClelland,  better  known  as  "Miss  Mac,"  physical 
education  teacher  from  1929  to  1972. 


Haskell  House  was  purchased  in  1946  from  the  estate  of  Margaret 
Haskell,  sister  of  Martha  Haskell  Clark,  Class  of  1905.  It  served  as  a  staff 
residence  until  1972,  when  the  President's  Office,  Alumnae  Office,  and 
other  administrative  offices  moved  there. 
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Ordway  House  was  built  in  1959  and  named  for  Earl  H.  Ordway,  instruc- 
tor in  physics  and  home  planning,  Lasell  crew  coach,  supervisor  of  Ijuildings 
and  grounds,  and  Lasell  trustee  from  1911  to  1964.  Ordway  House  is  a  dor- 
mitory. 

The  Edwards  Student  Center  was  given  by  trustee  Alfred  C.  Edwards  in 
1975  and  includes  a  bookstore,  mailroom,  large  lounge,  and  meeting  rooms. 
"Eddie's  Snack  Bar,"  named  after  College  founder,  Edward  Lasell,  is  also 
located  in  the  Edwards  Student  Center. 


Carpenter  Hall  was  purchased  in  1908  from  Newton  mayor  George 
Pickard.  It  was  named  in  memory  of  Caroline  A.  Carpenter,  preceptress  and 
assistant  principal  of  Lasell  from  1874  to  1907.  Today  Carpenter  Hall  is  used 
as  a  dormitory. 


Blaisdell  House  was  purchased  in  1928  and  is  named  for  Angeline  C. 
Blaisdell,  Class  of  1867,  an  instructor,  the  treasurer  of  Lasell  from  1873  to 
1917,  and  founder  of  the  Lasell  Alumnae  Association.  For  a  number  of  years, 
this  house  was  used  as  a  practice  home  for  Home  Economics  students.  They 
spent  six  weeks  at  a  time  there,  running  it  as  a  private  home  would  be,  and 
preparing  dinner  for  guests.  Blaisdell  was  later  used  as  a  dormitory;  it  is  cur- 
rently rented. 


Hoag  House  was  purchased  in  1952  and  is  named  for  Elinor  Hoag,  a 
teacher  of  English  at  Lasell  from  1928  to  1965.  Hoag  House  is  now  rented. 


The  Brennan  Library  was  built  in  1967  and  designed  by  architect  Edwin 
Steffian.  The  Library  houses  over  50,000  volumes,  and  the  Lasell  Memora- 
bilia Collection.  It  is  named  for  Lasell  benefactor,  Jessie  Shepherd  Brennan, 
Class  of  1917. 


History,  Iradition 


Wolfe  Hall  was  built  in  1961.  It  is  named  for  Priscilla  Alden  Wolfe,  Class 
of  1919,  former  chairman  of  the  Lasell  board  of  trustees  and  devoted  friend 
to  Lasell.  Wolfe  Hall  houses  classrooms  and  the  computer  science  center. 


Winslow  Hall  was  erected  in  1937  and  named  for  Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow, 
Lasell  instructor  in  science,  assistant  principal  from  1898  to  1908,  and  presi- 
dent from  1908  to  1947.  Winslow  Hall  houses  the  auditorium,  gymnasium, 
and  fitness  center,  and  serves  as  home  to  the  Newton  Country  Players,  an 
outstanding  amateur  drama  group.  Winslow  Hall  is  connected  to  the  Bren- 
nan  Library  by  a  classroom  wing. 


The  President's  House  was  purchased  in  1958  from  the  Wentworth  fam- 
ily. It  was  first  used  as  the  president's  home  by  Dr.  Raymond  C.  Wass  and 
his  wife  in  1958.  Today,  Dr.  Mitchell  and  his  family  reside  there. 


The  Bam  was  originally  part  of  the  Pickard  estate  and  was  purchased  in 
1908.  For  many  years  it  served  the  Lasell  Seminary  as  a  stable,  when 
horseback  riding  was  popular.  In  the  1920's  it  was  remodeled  into  the  stu- 
dent center  and  included  the  bookstore,  mailboxes,  lounges  and  a  smoking 
room.  It  was  quite  the  social  center.  When  the  Brennan  Library  was  built  in 
1967,  the  barn  was  moved  down  the  hill  to  its  present  location  overlooking 
the  athletic  field.  It  is  currently  not  in  use. 


Pickard  House,  the  former  home  of  Newton  mayor  George  Pickard,  was 
purchased  in  1932.  It  served  as  a  dormitory  and  is  now  rented. 


Karandon  was  built  in  1893  by  Dr.  Charles  C.  Bragdon  and  was  named 
after  his  wife,  Katheiine  Ransom  Biagdon,  although  he  and  his  family  never 
lived  there. 

Karandon  served  as  the  home  of  Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow  and  his  family  from 
1904  to  1947  and  for  a  time  as  the  residence  of  another  former  Lasell  presi- 
dent. Dr.  Raymond  C.  Wass.  Originally  a  dormitory,  Karandon  is  once  again 
used  as  such. 


Wass  Hall  was  built  in  1954  and  named  for  Dr.  Raymond  C.  Wass,  presi- 
dent of  Lasell  from  1947  to  1959.  It  houses  classrooms  and  science  labora- 
tories. 


Plummer  House  was  bequeathed  to  Lasell  in  1945  by  the  will  of  Frederick 
Plummer,  in  memory  of  his  sister,  Nellie  Plummer. 

This  house  has  been  used  variously  as  an  annex  to  the  library,  as  the 
former  home  of  the  Alumnae  Office  and  at  times  as  a  classroom  center. 
Plummer  is  now  the  College's  Health  Center. 


New  Dorm  was  built  in  1967.  A  popular  dormitory,  the  handsome  New 
Dorm  awaits  the  generosity  of  a  benefactor  to  give  it  a  proper  name. 


Draper  House  was  bought  in  1941  and  used^as  a  dormitory.  It  now  serves 
as  the  home  of  Muriel  "Miss  Mac"  McClelland  and  Margaret  Wethern  '29, 
former  teachers  at  Lasell. 


Woodland  Hall  was  built  in  1950  and  named  for  the  Woodland  Park 
School  which  it  replaced.  Woodland  Hall  houses  a  dormitory,  dining  room 
and  lounges,  faculty  offices  and  the  Edwards  Student  Center. 


Nason  House  was  purchased  in  1943  from  the  Nason  family.  It  has  been 
used  as  housing  for  students,  faculty  and  staff.  With  plans  for  several  new 
programs  at  Lasell  and  Nason 's  central  location,  a  number  of  potential  uses 
for  the  building  are  being  discussed. 


Keever  House  was  acquired  by  Lasell  in  1968  and  used  as  a  dormitory.  The 
house  was  originally  the  home  of  Dr.  Henry  F.  Keever,  physician  and  trustee 
of  Lasell  for  many  years.  Today,  Keever  is  the  home  of  Betsey  Shurtleff 
Winter  '70,  dean  of  administration  and  finance,  and  her  family. 


Gushing  House  was  bought  in  1938  and  is  named  in  honor  of  the  Reverend 
Charles  W.  Gushing,  principal  of  Lasell  from  1864  to  1874.  The  name  plate 
still  on  the  door  was  used  on  several  of  his  parsonages  in  different  cities. 
Formerly  a  dormitory.  Gushing  House  is  now  rented. 


Potter  Hall  was  acquired  in  1962.  It  is  named  in  memory  of  Lilli'e  Rose 
Potter,  Class  of  1880,  preceptress,  lecturer  in  manners  and  dress,  and  dean 
of  residence,  from  the  years  1918  to  1926. 

Potter  Hall  housed  the  office  of  the  president  for  a  time,  but  today  the  of- 
fices of  the  academic  dean,  student  affairs  d^^an,  and  the  registrar  are  located 
there. 


Carter  Hall  was  erected  in  1884  and  at  various  times  housed  a  chapel,  a 
gymnasium,  classrooms,  a  residence  for  Principal  Bragdon  and  his  family,  a 
stage  and  a  swimming  pool. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  was  housed  in  Carter  Hall  for  many 
years,  but  the  entire  building  is  now  home  to  an  exceptionally  well- 
equipped  Art  Department.  When  Bragdon  Hall  stood,  a  bridge  connected  it 
to  Carter  Hall. 

Carter  Hall  was  the  first  house  to  be  named  for  Caroline  A.  Carpenter, 
preceptress  and  assistant  principal  of  Easell  from  1874  to  1907.

That  there  is  a  comet  named  after 
Lasell,  discovered  in  1912  by  Dr. 
William  Robert  Brooks,  a  world  famous 
astronomer  who  lectured  at  Lasell. 
Thus  we  have  an  out-of-this-world  con- 
nection: the  Lasell-Brooks  Comet, 
thanks  to  Dr.  Brooks,  who  valued  his 
connection  with  the  school  highly 
enough  to  share  the  limelight. 

That  the  stretch  of  road  behind 
Gardner  and  Nason  was  known  as  "the 
Burma  Road*'  during  the  construction 
of  Woodland  Hall  in  the  late  1940's 
and  early  1950's,  named  after  the 
notoriously  rough  supply  route  be- 
tween India  and  China  during  World 
War  II. 

That  Edward  Lasell,  founder  of  the 
Lasell  Seminary  for  Young  Women,  re- 
ceived as  a  gift  from  his  aunt,  Sophia 
Lasell,  a  sum  of  money  to  start  the 
seminary.  Thanks  to  Sophia,  who 
realized  the  need  for  women's  educa- 
tion and  appreciated  the  value  of  in- 


tellectual pursuits,  Edward  Lasell  was 
able  to  raise  further  capital  and  realize 
his  goal.  It  can  be  said,  then,  that  a 
woman  was  one  of  the  founders  of  our 
School. 

That  due  to  the  contributions  made 
by  the  Lasell  community  at  the  turn  of 
the  century,  Lasell  had  another  name- 
sake: a  church  pew  in  Berlin, 
Germany. 

That  shortly  after  the  declaration  of 
Wodd  War  11,  Lasell  students  organized 
a  "Who  Told  You  So?"  club.  Its  pur- 
pose was  to  prevent  false  war  rumors 
from  circulating  around  the  college 
campus.

The  25-words-or-less  variety  works  best.
